under what circumstances? 

A. Well, I met him in the Civil Air Patrol in 1958 when I 

became a C.A.P. Cadet. 

Q. Where was he living at the time, if you can recall? 

A. I think at that time he lived

A. I think it was off the Airline Highway near Moisant

A. No, I remember he lived on African Drive, but before that 

it was Airline Park or something like that.

I think he lived on the main street when you turn off '^ 
the highway.

At this particular time, were you close to him or was 
he just an instructor in charge of the C.A.P. Unit or 
what? 

At that time, he was just an instructor. I knew he was 
an officer. 

Who did you join with? Were you by yourself or were you 
with some friends? 

No, I knew some friends of mind ware in the C.A.P* while 
I was in high school. My brother was > a C.A.P. Cadet for 
four (4) years, so I decided to join. 

Where were you living at this time? 

In 1958, I think I was on Arabella Street. 


Q. Arabella Street? What's your brother's name? 


A. EDWARD. 

Q. Where do you live now? 

A. I live in Lafayette. I am a student at USL. 

Q. What are you taking? What are you majoring in? 

A. Music Education. 

Q. Music Education? How long have you been up there? 

A. Since '61, two semesters. 




Q. And how did you know him at this time? through the C.A.P.V 

A. Yes. 

Q. Was there a time that you were staying at his residence? 

A. Yes. 


Q. What year was that? 

A. That was in '63. 

Q- '63? November of *63? You were staying in his residence 

in November of '63? How do you recall November 1963? 

A. Because of the assassination. I came down in December. 

This Office contacted me and asked me to make a statement.

Q. You didn't go on a trip to Houston with them, did you? 

A. No, as a matter of fact, I didn't know of any such trip. 

The only knowledge I knew of it was through the news. 

This is the statement I gave before. 

Q. Where was he living at this time? — ► ^ 

A. This was Louisiana Avenue. t 

Q . Parkway? 

A. Parkway, right. 

Q. Were you living there at this time? 

A. Yes. 

Qj When did you move in? 

/A. Oh, I think it was about a two-week period that I stayed 

at his place just as a transition. I was living at my 
place at the time. 

Q- Was the two-week period in the month of November or could 

it have been late October or November or do you recall? 

A. The best as I can remember, it was during the time around 

the assassination right in the middle of the two weeks. 

Q. Was he working for WRAY GILL at this time? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Was he working on the LA SALLE (?) Trial at this time, if 

you can recall? 

A. To my knowledge now, if I am not mistaken in December, I 

believe he was working for GILL and on the LA SALLE (?) 
Trial. Apparently, this was specifically what he was 
working on at that time. 
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Is there any way we could document this two-week period 
by where you lived prior to it and you rented an apartment 
subsequent to this day? Is there any way you could pin- 
point it exactly? X * -> ^ 

Oh, I think so. 

Where were you just prior to (inaudible) ? 

6515 Camp Street. 

Who were you living with there? 

My younger sister. 

And where did you go when you left? 

I got an apartment on Dumaine Street, 522. 

522 Dumaine Street? Did you have a lease? 

No. 

From whom did you rent? Do you recall? 

I don't remember his name. 

Do you think there is some record of it that you first 
rented?

Probably. 

How long did you stay at this apartment on Dumaine? 

I was there, I would say, for about two months. 

Two months? 

Two months and then I went back to school. 

How did you pay the rent? by check, cash? 

Cash.

Cash? Did you go to FERRIE'S house much prior to this 
two -week period? 

Yes. 

In the year of '63? 

Yes. 

Do you recall being there much in September of '63? 

Yes . 

How many times did you say you were there in September of 
'63? 

Oh, just an estimate, about a couple times a week. 


Oh, that's all? To your knowledge, did he have a roommate 
during this time? 

No, JIM LEWELLEN (?) may have stayed there Jihen. I 
remember calling long distance; it had been in the news 
and of course on the news reports say LEWELLEN (?) roomed 
with him. It's possible, it's possible. I don't remember 
definitely.

You weren't up there constantly during this period, were 
you? 

Well, not constantly, but frequently. 

Do you remember the month? Are you able to recall the 
month of September with any kind of clarity or are you 
just more or less assuming things from the present? 

Well, I have been thinking about it. Yes, I do recall 
the month. 

What makes you recall the month? 

Well, a girl I met at that time. 

Oh. On these occasions that you went to his apartment, 
say in September of '63, did you meet anyone else over 
there at that time? 

Oh, there was always a lot of people. There was always 
a lot of people over at Dave's house. Just a lot of 
old friends, some I went to school with and who are still 
in the C.A.P. 


Do you recall the names of any of the people more partic- 
ularly at this time period that you met over there or 
saw over there? 

JIM LEWELLEN (?) , I'd seen him, JOHN (inaudible), an old 
friend of mind; I met this fellow DANTE. 

MAROCHINI? 

I saw a picture in the paper, I think- it is the same 
fellow. AL BEAUBOUEF, 


You recall seeing anyone there that you didn't know? 



You ever recall seeing any La tin- type people there? 

No, not in *63.

from San Francisco who introduced me to him.

his name is BILL.

Q. What does he look like? 

A. Oh, he would be a heavy-set fellow, slightly balding, 

receding hairline. 

Q. About this time, were you friendly with or a companion of 

DAVID FERRIE, Mardi Gras of '65? 


A. No, I disassociated with FERRIE in '63. 

Q. You disassociated yourself? Why? 

A. Twice for knowing him, I was arrested; and twice was 

enough and trouble seemed to follow the man, so I just 
pa r ted company . 

Q. Did you know him to be "gay"? 

FERRIE? Oh, we used to talk about it while I was a Cadet 
Well, you know, I knew there was no women around but I 
had never heard anyone say that he had done anything and 
I remember back in '61, someone accused him of it but 
nothing ever came out of it.

You know about the charge, BROGETTE (phonetically spelled) 
something like that?

A. Well, this is what strikes me as peculiar because I knew 

the man to be very pro-Kennedy, very anti-Castro, very 
an t i -Commun i s t . 

Q. He has said much to you on occasion? 

A. Oh, yes. X 

Q. Did you ever knew him to participate in the running of 

guns or ammunition or anything else like that to Cuba? 

A. No. 

Q. Did he ever tell you about flying anybody to Cuba? 

A. No. I doubt that he ever had. 

Q. When was the last time you talked to CLAY SHAW? 

A. Ah, I spoke with him briefly a day or so after we were 

here in December. MR. OTILLIO, a detective, picked me up 
and picked CLAY SHAW up at the same time also and we both 
came down for questions and I saw him about a day or so 
later and asked him what it was all about and he said that 
OSWALD apparently knew someone by the name of CLAY living 
in the French Quarter so they wanted to know if it was me.

I may have told him that. Probably not, because I hadn't 
even thought about FERRIE until it came out in the news. 

Well, when was the last time you spoke to DAVID FERRIE? 

I guess it would have been a few days after the assassina- 
tion because I have been trying to remember if I, did I 
see him at that time or not, because I felt I had and I 
thought if he was around and apparently he wasn't, so I 
guess the last time I spoke to him was whenever I was 
released. 

You were picked up one time outside of, was it ARCACHA'S 
house on (inaudible) street?

You recall, say in September of ’63, of having any kind, 
not necessarily a party, but a gathering of young people? 

I think 
AL BEAUBOUEF , I remember him there sometimes with the 
girls and FERRIE around that time had two girls, I think 
it was. 

(to clarify) FERRIE had two girls he was sort of fooling 
around with at this time.

Well, the name rings a bell. CATER. Isn't he involved 
with KRUSCHEV in some way?

I think I heard FERRIE mention the name concerning the 
trial in 1 61. CATER was mixed up in this some way and 
apparently CATER wasn't a very friendly person to FERRIE. 

Oh, I see. Did DAVE make any trips, say in the year '63, 
say in the early part of '63? 

Yes, I have been trying to recall thiis. I spoke to AL 
BEAUBOUEF one night and asked him to go over this with me 
and try to remember how this thinghappened and FERRIE was 
probably out of town as much as he was in town at the time 
he was working for GILL. 

I mean, let's say like the early part of '63, January, 
February, March? 

I don't think he was in town. 

Oh. Did he have his own plane at this time? 

Yes, I think so. I think he still had the Stinson. 

Did he have a Twin Beach (?) or access or use of a Twin

up in this area? Did he make any comments about the 
assassination to you? 

A. No, no, this is what wasn't clear to me. I don't actually 

accurately remember whether X had seen him or not. Appar- 
ently I hadn't, I though I had. I really don't remember. 
But I do remember that he was feeling pretty much the way 
everybody else was about the assassination that the 
President was shot and the tragedy. 

Q. Who did he go to Houston with? 

A. And this I don't know. This I don't know.

A. No, because I remember when ‘ I was released when I was 

arrested that Sunday Night, two days later and when I was 

released, I remember going back there.

I don't recall but I usually saw 
him in the presence of ARCACHA. 

Q. Did you ever see him in the presence of Dave FERRIE? 

A. Yes, well, right there.
